Lecture  Series.  Forensic  anthropologist  and  best-selling  author  Kathy  Reichs  held  us  spellbound 
for  a day  with  her  tales  of  forensic  mystery,  both  true  and  fictional.  Many  of  you  gathered  on 
campus  in  April  for  a fabulous  alumnae  weekend,  an  especially  memorable  occasion  for  me  as  the 
Golden  Hearts  of  '75  celebrated  our  30th  reunion.  Serving  as  headquarters  for  many  of  our  class 
festivities,  Bradley  House  was  filled  with  laughter,  tales,  and  celebration.  We  used  every  room  for 
what  may  have  been  the  first  alumnae  sleepover  in  its  history! 

In  May,  another  class  of  outstanding  graduates  began  the  next  phase  of  their  lives  with  inspiration 
from  the  multi-talented  Martha  Ezzard,  who  gave  us  all  a beautifully  crafted  and  thought-provoking 
commencement  address.  At  the  same  time,  we  celebrated  the  legacies  of  two  legendary  faculty 
members.

Our 
students  will  continue  to  excel  in  science,  math,  and  technology  because  Mary  Gray,  along  with 
her  sisters,  Julia  Munroe  Woodward  '34  and  Margaret  Munroe  Thrower  '35,  believed  in 
Wesleyan's  special  mission  and  in  the  promise  of  our  students.  We  are  profoundly  grateful  for 
Mary  Gray's  wonderful  life,  and  we  are  determined  to  honor  her  and  her  sisters  appropriately 
with  this  spectacular  addition  to  our  campus.  We'll  keep  you  posted  on  the  details. 

The  campus  now  is  teeming  with  bright,  energetic,  involved,  talented,  and  just  plain  precious 
young  women,  including  a fresh  class  of  Pirates  and  several  other  new  students  that  together 
number  142  strong.

lands  Wesleyan  endowment  on  solid  ground

million.  We  rolled  up  our  sleeves  and  accepted  the 
challenge  to  take  a Leap  of  Faith  for  Wesleyan's  future! 


our  confidence  in  raising  additional  funds  is  well 
founded.  The  M unroe  Science  Center  and  our  academic 
centers  are  of  great  interest  to  foundations  and 
corporations  with  a passion  to  further  women's  educa- 
tion. We'll  be  beyond  the  $30  million  goal  for  Leap  of 
Faith  as  we  seek  funding  for  our  priority  projects.  I'm 
delighted  to  announce  that  our  overall  fundraising  for  the 
Leap  of  Faith  as  of  August  stands  at  nearly  $27  million.” 


In  January  of  this  year.  President  Ruth  A.  Knox  '75 
announced  a major  development  in  our  Leap  of 
Faith  campaign:  the  anonymous  donors  who 
issued  the  challenge  had  decided  to  make 
the  full  match  of  $15  million  based  on 
Wesleyan's  overall  fundraising  success 
since  the  challenge  was  issued  in  2001. 


President  Knox  reported  that 
Wesleyan  had  raised  $25  million 
toward  the  $30  million  goal  and 
approximately  $35  million  overall 
during  the  Leap  of  Faith  timeframe, 
including  Leap  of  Faith  gifts  and  pledges, 
Wesleyan's  annual  fund,  grants  for  capital 
improvements,  federal  grants,  and  other  special  gifts. 
Initiated  in  the  aftermath  of  September  1 1,  2001,  Leap 
of  Faith  was  affected  early  by  economic  downturn,  but 
picked  up  momentum  once  the  original  deadline  was 
extended  to  December  2004. 

“We  acknowledge  with  heartfelt  appreciation  our 
donors'  decision  to  match  the  funds  we  have  raised  for 
this  incredible  campaign,”  said  President  Knox.  “While 
we  are  extremely  proud  of  our  overall  progress  during 
the  campaign  period,  1 want  to  make  clear  that 
Wesleyan  has  not  yet  completed  the  original  Leap  of 
Faith  challenge  under  its  current  structure.  We  remain 
morally  obligated  to  meet  the  full  amount  of  the  chal- 
lenge, and  we  will  do  just  that.”  She  also  said  that  the 
donors  would  not  be  expected  to  match  the  remaining 
several  million  dollars  of  the  goal  until  the  college  has 
actually  raised  that  amount  for  endowment  or  the 
college's  planned  science  center. 

Since  the  announcement  in  January,  the  college  has 
already  raised  another  $2  million  toward  the  $30 
million  goal.  With  only  $3  million  still  to  secure,  the 
college  plans  to  top  the  $30  million  challenge  mark. 

“While  several  major  Leap  of  Faith  requests  remain 
pending,  we  are  actively  seeking  grants  and  gifts  from 
new  sources  as  well,”  said  President  Knox.  “As  you  see. 


Of  particular  note  in  the  college's  Leap  of  Faith 
campaign  was  a “challenge  within  the  challenge,” 
which  encouraged  giving  by  young  alumnae 
and  current  students.  Emeritus  Trustee 
George  Mathews  initiated  this  second 
challenge,  agreeing  to  match  gifts  to 
the  Leap  of  Faith  campaign  from  this 
group  dollar  for  dollar  up  to 
$200,000.  This  challenge  was  met 
and  exceeded  by  more  than  $25,000, 
resulting  in  a greater  understanding 
among  young  alumnae  of  giving  back  to 
their  alma  mater  and  a firm  commitment 
to  the  importance  of  staying  involved 
beyond  graduation. 

“More  than  50%  of  our  current  students  and  290 
first-time  alumnae  donors  were  inspired  to  participate 
in  Wesleyan's  fundraising  efforts,  building  a strong 
foundation  for  future  support,  through  the  exciting 
Mathews  Challenge,”  reported  Associate  Vice 
President  for  Advancement  Debbie  Smith  76. 

“The  Leap  of  Faith  campaign  has  created  a solid 
foundation  for  a process  to  which  we  will  always 
remain  dedicated  - building  Wesleyan's  excellence 
uniformly  by  implementing  the  many  exciting  aspects 
of  Wesleyan's  long  range  plans,”  she  said.  In  addition 
to  the  endowment  and  Munroe  Science  Center 
components  of  the  Leap  of  Faith  campaign,  the 
college's  long-range  strategic  plan  incorporates  raising 
funds  for  the  academic  centers,  the  renovation  of 
Taylor  Hall,  additional  endowed  scholarships,  faculty 
chairs,  building  maintenance  and  preservation,  a 
chapel,  and  the  annual  fund. 

Yes,  the  offer  made  by  our  anonymous  donors  to  take 
such  a Leap  of  Faith  with  them  may  have  seemed  too 
good  to  be  true  back  in  2001.  But  thanks  to  their 
foresight  and  generosity,  and  the  overwhelming 
response  by  Wesleyan's  loyal  alumnae,  friends,  and 
numerous  foundations,  we've  made  this  important 
leap  into  the  future.  ®

The  Green  Knight  Class  of  '64  has  done  it  again  - for  the 
second  straight  year,  they  have  achieved  59%  participation 
in  the  Alumnae  Loyalty  Fund! 

A feat  ordinarily  attained  by  the  rare 
reunion  class,  these  great  Green 
Knights  of  '64  continue  to  prove  that 
they  are,  indeed,  extraordinary.  Their 
tremendous  participation  in  the 
Loyalty  Fund  is  a byproduct  of  the 
determined,  thoughtful,  and  long- 
standing commitment  these  GKs  have 
to  each  other  and  to  Wesleyan  - a 
commitment  that  has  been  carefully 
honed  through  creative  means  of 
communication  and  connectedness  for  more  than 
1 1 years. 

Inspired  by  their  30th  reunion  in  1994,  and  determined  to 
heighten  class  involvement  and  class  participation,  which 
had  been  a mere  17%  in  1993,  a committee"^  of  more  than 
20  GKs  gathered  momentum  from  each  other  and  their 
capable  leader,  Lou  Beller.

CSI-style  Fever  Invades  Campus 


Dr.  Kathy  Reichs  has  testified  about  genocide  in 
Rwanda,  opened  mass  graves  in  Guatemala,  helped  in 
the  recovery  effort  at  the  World  Trade  Center,  taught 
at  FBI  headquarters,  and  helped  convict  murderers. 
She's  achieved  academic  recognition  as  a tenured,  full 
professor  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina- 
Charlotte,  raised  a family,  and  become  a New  York 
Times  best-selling  author. 

Recently,  she  added  the  title  of  Katharine  Paynes 
Carnes  Lecturer  to  her 
resume.  Reichs  visited 
Wesleyan  on  January  27, 

2005  to  deliver  the  Carnes 
Lecture  and  to  talk  with 
students  about  her  work. 

1 had  the  opportunity  to 
meet  with  her  over  breakfast 
the  day  of  the  lecture  and  to 
ask  her  how  a mainstream 
academic  transforms  herself 
into  a mystery  writer. 

Reichs  said  it's  very  simple  - 
she  bases  each  of  her  novels 
on  cases  she  has  actually 
worked.  When  she  writes  about  recovering  remains 
from  a septic  tank,  she's  actually  done  it  - although, 
unlike  the  main  character  in  her  fourth  novel,  the 
septic  tank  Reichs  explored  was  dry. 

One  of  her  cats  is  named  Birdie  and  her  dog  is  Boyd, 
just  as  in  the  novels.  Reichs,  however,  draws  the  line  at 
putting  herself  in  danger  when  she's  working  on  a case. 
Unlike  her  main  character,  Reichs  knows  when  to  let 
the  police  handle  the  investigation. 

In  the  early  1990s,  a friend  was  writing  romance  novels 
on  the  side  and  challenged  Reichs  to  read  one.  After  she 
finished  the  book,  Reichs  said  she  thought,  ‘T  can  do 
better  than  this.”  Her  first  novel  took  two  years  to  write. 

Reichs  wrote  on  the  days  she  didn't  teach  class  at 
UNCC,  and  is  very  disciplined  about  maintaining  her 
writing  schedule.  ‘T  don't  believe  in  writer's  block,”  she 


said.  She  writes  something  during  every  session,  even  if 
she  doesn't  use  a word  of  it. 

Mystery  novels  follow  a formula,  Reichs  said.  “I  pretty 
much  know  how  it  starts,”  she  said,  “[it's]  the 
discovery.  And  I know  how  it's  going  to  end  - I'm 
going  to  catch  the  bad  guy.” 

In  the  middle,  her  main  character,  forensic  pathologist 
Temperance  Brennan,  will  unearth  human  remains, 
examine  them  in  the  lab, 
follow  the  evidence,  survive  a 
dangerous  climax,  flirt  with 
an  attractive  detective,  care 
for  several  pets,  examine  her 
sometimes-troubled  life,  and 
spend  some  time  with  friends 
and  family.  What  makes  the 
novels  unique  is  the  sense 
that  the  reader  is  helping 
Tempe  solve  the  crimes. 

“Everything  derives  from 
something  I've  done,”  Reichs 
said.  “But  I don't  want  every 
book  to  be  about  bones.” 
Consequently,  Reichs  consults 
colleagues  when  the  need  arises.  As  a forensic 
anthropologist,  she  isn't  an  expert  in  blood  spatter 
analysis,  DNA,  or  endangered  wildlife,  but  she  wants  to 
be  sure  her  descriptions  are  accurate,  so  she  calls  on 
experts  who  are  often  friends.  Being  well  connected  is 
one  of  the  benefits  of  being  in  the  profession  as  long  as 
she  has,  she  said. 

As  a forensic  anthropologist,  Reichs  is  called  into  a case 
when  remains  are  discovered  and  the  medical  examiner 
does  not  have  enough  of  the  body  to  perform  an  autopsy. 
The  remains  could  be  very  old  and  skeletal,  burned, 
exposed  to  water,  or  degraded  by  animals  or  insects. 

Reichs  helps  to  answer  several  basic  questions,  such  as: 
Are  the  remains  human?  When  did  the  individual  die? 
Who  is  the  individual?  And  what  was  the  manner  of 
death?  Often,  she  can  determine  the  age,  race,  gender. 
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and  height  of  the  individual,  as  well  as  how  he  or  she 
died.  But  even  with  that  knowledge,  she  can't  always 
identify  the  remains. 

What  makes  the  forensic  cases  different  from  the 
ancient  remains  Reichs  examined  early  in  her  career  is 
the  possibility  of  criminal  activity.  Although  Reichs 
enjoyed  working  on  old  bones,  she  said  the  immediacy 
of  criminal  investigations  appealed  to  her  sense  of 
relevance.  She  felt  more  involved  in  the  lives  of  living 
people  when  working  with  the  recently  deceased. 

For  every  skeleton  she  examines, 
there  is  a family,  she  said,  and  the 
survivors  may  not  know  what 
happened  to  their  loved  one.  Reichs 
and  other  forensic  anthropologists 
often  provide  the  missing  infor- 
mation. Her  work  is  for  the  living, 
as  well  as  the  dead,  she  said. 

Reichs  began  her  academic  career 
as  a student  of  uncertain  major 
at  American  University  in 
Washington,  D.C.  She  said  she 
had  several  majors  until  she  took 
her  first  anthropology  class.  Hooked  from  then  on,  she 
worked  straight  through  an  undergraduate  degree  at 
AU,  and  then  a Master's  and  Ph.D.  at  Northwestern 
University.  Professors  and  mentors  guided  her  from 
one  academic  program  and  research  opportunity  to 
another  in  her  early  career. 

She  said  that  she  was  happily  working  in  her  lab  on 
“really  old  bones”  as  a bioarchaeologist  when  she 
examined  her  first  set  of  bones  from  a recent  site.  Her 
career  took  one  of  its  first  turns  - into  forensics,  the 
application  of  physical  anthropology  to  the  legal 
process.  She  was  later  certified  as  one  of  approximately 
60  forensic  anthropologists  in  the  country. 

Reichs  participated  in  a visiting-scholar  program,  and 
because  she  spoke  French,  was  posted  to  Montreal.  She 


currently  is  a tenured  case  worker  for  the  Laboratoire 
des  Sciences  Judiciares  in  Montreal,  Quebec,  while 
also  working  for  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical 
Examiner  in  Charlotte.  She  also  serves  on  DMORT,  a 
governmental  disaster  response  team.  She  holds  a 
faculty  position  at  UNCC,  but  has  been  on  leave  for 
the  past  several  years. 

Reichs  began  her  writing  career  as  her  children 
approached  college  age.  She  declines  to  talk  for 
publication  about  her  family  - to  protect  them  and  their 
privacy.  She  has  received  threats  from 
criminals  in  cases  where  her  testimony 
has  helped  to  convict  them,  and  doesn't 
want  to  put  her  family  in  danger. 

Reichs  said  she  hasn't  encountered 
sexism  directly  in  her  career,  but  that 
some  of  her  female  colleagues  have. 
Her  mentors,  she  believes,  helped  her 
avoid  similar  experiences. 

Reichs'  most  pointed  piece  of  advice 
concerned  a student's  course  of 
study.  “If  you  want  to  be  a forensic 
anthropologist,”  she  said,  “don't  study  forensic 
anthropology.”  Instead,  she  said,  study  physical 
anthropology  or  microbiology  or  any  other  scientific 
discipline.  Studying  forensic  anthropology  will  teach  you 
about  the  science;  it  won't  teach  you  how  to  do  it.  To 
learn  how  to  do  science,  she  said,  you  must  study  science. 

Reichs'  career  has  recently  taken  another  turn.  She  is  a 
producer  for  a new  television  series  based  on  her 
books.  In  the  series  (aptly  entitled  Bones),  the  main 
character  is  Dr.  Temperance  Brennan,  a university 
professor  who  writes  mystery  novels  on  the  side.  The 
main  character  in  Tempe's  novels?  Dr.  Kathy  Reichs. 

Reichs  smiles  at  the  twist  and  encourages  the  Wesleyan 
community  to  watch  for  Bones  on  Tuesdays  at  8 p.m. 
eastern  on  the  FOX  network.  Helen  Anne  Richards  ’8o

“You  must  go  forth  to  empower  other  women.  You 
cannot  reach  the  top  and  just  pull  up  the  ladder.  You 
have  to  help  others  climb,  step  by  step,”  said  Martha 
McElveen  Ezzard  at  Wesleyan's  166th  Commencement 
on  Saturday,  May  7,  2005. 

Members  of  the  Pirate  Class  of  2005  were  challenged 
by  a woman  with  strong  family  ties  to  Wesleyan,  a 
Georgia  native,  award-winning  journalist,  politician, 
lawyer,  environmentalist,  Appalachian  Trail  hiker,  and 
businesswoman  - all  in  one  person. 

President  Ruth  Knox  introduced  Ezzard  as  “A  perfect 
example  of  the  Wesleyan  woman:  accomplished, 
strong,  outspoken,  passionate,  witty,  creative,  and 
deeply  compassionate.” 

Ezzard,  in  a traditional  black  graduation  robe, 
approached  the  lectern  and  received  a huge  laugh 
when  she  said,  “Thank  you  so  much.  I should  go  while 
I'm  ahead.” 

She  explained  that  her  late  mother  and  her  mother's 
two  older  sisters,  all  1920s  Wesleyan  graduates,  taught 
her  many  powerful  lessons.  One  aunt,  who  started  a 
Methodist  orphanage  in  Havana,  Cuba,  lived  by 
Gandhi's  message:  be  the  change  you  wish  to  see 
in  the  world.  Ezzard  said  her  other  aunt  was  an 
award-winning  high  school  teacher  for  some  37  years 
who  conveyed  caring  to  “every  individual,  young  or 
old,  rich  or  poor.” 

From  her  mother  she  learned  that  “silence  lends 
assent”  and  that  racial  discrimination  is  wrong.  Her 
mother's  wisdom  established  in  Ezzard  a sense  of 
justice  that  has  shaped  her  life  and  career. 

“Failure  to  speak  out  has  never  been  my  problem,”  she 
said  with  a slight  grin.  However,  in  a captivating  tone 
she  told  the  audience  about  an  incident  she 
experienced  as  a Colorado  state  senator  when  being 
silent  came  in  handy.  While  driving  a tad  over  the 


speed  limit  to  catch  a morning  meeting  she  was 
stopped  by  a policeman  who  noticed  her  state  senate 
license  plate.  Ezzard  lowered  the  tone  of  her  voice  and 
repeated  the  policeman's  next  statement:  “Well, 
ma'am,  out  of  deference  to  your  husband  I'm  not 
going  to  give  you  a ticket  this  time.”  The  audience 
laughed  and  she  smiled  warmly.  She  continued,  “I 
nodded  to  the  policeman  and  drove  off  slowly.”  It  was 
1980  and  she  was  one  of  only  three  women  in  the 
Colorado  Senate.  Ezzard  explained  that  today  the 
United  States  Senate  has  only  14  women  among  86 
men.  “I'm  counting  on  you  to  pare  down  the 
overwhelming  number  of  dark  suits  in  that  powerful 
chamber,”  she  challenged  the  graduates. 

Her  voice  growing  stronger  and  ever  clearer,  she  stated 
her  main  point.  Wesleyan  women  should  “think  like 
a mountain.” 

This  saying  was  taken  iBrom  “A  Sand  County  Almanac” 
by  Aldo  Leopold,  an  early  20th  century  naturalist  who 
founded  the  Wilderness  Society.  It  was  the  only  book 
Ezzard  took  when  hiking  the  Appalachian  Trail  in  1995 
with  a group  of  other  newspaper  writers.  Her  favorite 
essay  from  it  is  “Thinking  Like  a Mountain,”  which  is 
about  the  short-sighted  view  of  hunters  who  shoot 
wolves  to  preserve  the  deer  population.  In  a larger 
sense,  she  said,  it's  about  “being  good  stewards  of  our 
resources  for  generations  to  come.” 

“As  you  engage  in  the  issues  of  our  time  - and  you 
must  engage  in  them  - you  will  be  tempted  to  accept  as 
truth  the  bumper  sticker  slogans,  the  partisan  talk 
show  revelations,  the  CNN  instant  poll,  the  simphstic 
answers  of  a fast-paced  world.  Hopefully,  you  will 
delve  deeper  into  the  great  questions  of  our  time, 
she  said. 

Ezzard  suggested  three  world  issues  that  need 
attention:  the  issue  of  globalization,  the  conflict 
between  energy  production  and  the  environmental 
preservation  of  planet  earth,  and  the  topic  of  justice. 
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“/As  you  engage  in  the  issues  of  our  time  - and  you  must 
engage  in  them  - you  wiil  be  tempted  to  accept  as  truth 
the  bumper  sticker  siogans,  the  partisan  taik  shaw 
reveiations,  the  CNN  instant  poll  the  simplistic  answers  ot 
a tast-paced  warld.  Hopetuiiy  you  wiii  delve  deeper  into 
the  great  questions  ot  our  time/' 


basic  to  our  democracy.  She  expanded  on  each  point, 
pausing  to  reiterate,  “Think  like  a mountain,”  before 
going  from  one  issue  to  the  next. 

“Your  generation  will  determine  the  ethical  framework 
for  profound  questions  - stem  cell  research,  the 
parameters  of  the  right  to  die,  medical  experiments 
which  call  for  placing  human  cells  in  animals.  These 
are  questions  that  touch  on  the  nature  of  life,  when  it 
begins  and  ends.  The  answers  will  make  a difference 
for  this  century  and  beyond,”  she  said. 

Her  passion  for  the  topics  about  which  she  spoke  was 
palpable.  She  said  that  in  addition  to  the  environment, 
she  spent  most  of  her  energy  as  a lawyer  and  writer 
seeking  justice.  Beginning  in  1993  as  an  editorial 
board  member  and  columnist  at  the  Atlanta  Journal- 
Constitution,  she  focused  her  journalistic  efforts 
particularly  on  “the  constitutional  guarantee  that  poor 
people  accused  of  crimes  be  provided  a lawyer.” 

She  recounted  a moving  story  about  covering  a South 
Georgia  courtroom  when  a young  black  woman  with 


no  criminal  record  who  was  accused  of  forgery  came 
before  the  judge.  After  learning  that  she  was  a single 
mother  with  two  children,  and  made  barely  enough 
money  to  live  on,  he  said,  “Well,  I don't  believe  you 
can  afford  a lawyer.  But  how  much  did  you  pay  for 
that  gold  necklace  around  your  neck?  Maybe  you 
ought  to  have  to  sell  that  necklace  before  the  taxpayers 
of  Georgia  have  to  fund  you  a lawyer.”  Ezzard  was 
outraged  that  in  2003  these  sorts  of  things  were  still 
happening.  So  she  reported  every  word  in  her  story, 
naming  the  judge. 

“Martha  Ezzard  inspired  all  of  us  to  make  a difference 
in  the  world,  to  change  what  needs  to  be  changed,  and 
to  make  tomorrow  a better  place  for  those  who  fol- 
low,” said  Dean  Delmas  Crisp. 

She  ended  with  inspirational  words  from  writer 
George  Bernard  Shaw:  “Life  is  no  brief  candle  to  me;  it 
is  a sort  of  splendid  torch  which  I've  got  hold  of  for 
the  moment  and  I want  to  make  it  bum  as  brightly  as 
possible  before  handing  it  on  to  future  generations.”

Sitting  amid  the  books  and  art  in  Dr.  Fletcher 
Anderson’s  office,  visitors  could  see  that  the  retiring 
professor  and  chair  of  Wesleyan's  fine  arts  division 
is  a “Renaissance  man.”  Even  at  work,  the  veteran 
educator  surrounded  himself  with  beautiful  artwork  - 
from  colorful  paintings  given  to  him  as  gifts  by  fellow 
faculty  member  Libby  Bailey  to  his  own  photographs 
of  the  American  West.  His  book  collection  ranges  from 
Italian  opera  and  Mozart  to  music  history,  from  Jewish 
tradition  to  jazz  and  the  harpsichord  in  America. 

Born  and  reared  in  Birmingham,  Dr.  Anderson's 
educational  life  - as  a student,  a teacher,  and  beloved 
professor  - took  him  from  Alabama  to  Illinois, 
Kentucky,  Pennsylvania,  the  University  of  Georgia 
(where  he  earned  his  doctor  of  education  in  music 
education),  Missouri,  and  eventually  to  Macon  and 
Wesleyan  College's  fine  arts  department  in  1970. 
Throughout  his  career,  he  often  held  second  jobs  as 
church  organist,  choir  director,  and  even  as  a sheet 
music  salesman.  He  has  taught  on  the  elementary, 
junior  high,  and  college  levels  and  has  given  private 
lessons  for  years. 


carilloneur  and  organist  at  Wesleyan  events,  this 
Southern  gentleman  has  also  served  as  organist  and 
choirmaster  at  Macon's  Christ  Episcopal  Church  and 
St.  Joseph  Catholic  Church,  as  well  as  choir  director  for 
Centenary  United  Methodist  Church. 

A truly  talented  musician  by  the  highest  standards,  he 
directed  the  Georgian  Renaissance  Singers  community 
chamber  choir  from  1995  until  2002.  From  1985  until 
1992  this  Methodist  preacher's  son  touched  the  lives  of 
hundreds  of  ministers  as  organist  for  the  South 
Georgia  United  Methodist  Annual  Conference  when 
the  group  regularly  met  on  Wesleyan's  campus. 

Perhaps  the  resident  “music  man's”  legacy  is  best 
summed  up  in  the  title  of  one  of  his  final  Wesleyan 
courses:  Southern  Comfort,  Southern  Soul:  Music  and 
Images  of  the  South.  This  consummate  musician  may 
now  be  retired  to  his  farm  in  rural  Crawford  County, 
Georgia,  but  music  will  always  be  part  of  his  heritage, 
his  comfort,  and  his  soul. 


He  twice  received  the  Ann  Munck  Award  for  Excellence 
in  Teaching. 

A member  of  several  local,  state,  regional,  national,  and 
international  professional  organizations.  Dr.  Anderson 
will  tell  anyone  about  his  love  of  sheet  music  and  his 
four  file  drawers  filled  with  organ  music.  A familiar 


Dr.  Marcile  Taylor  has  always  hated  the  limelight. 
What  she  has  always  enjoyed,  even  loved,  is  teaching- 
imparting  a knowledge  of  history  to  hungry  minds. 

On  the  eve  of  her  retirement,  the  holder  of  both  the 
Knox  Chair  of  Humanities  and  the  DuPont  Guerry 
Chair  of  History  and  Economics  confessed  she  has 
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“mellowed  a bit”  since  her  arrival  at  Wesleyan  in  1969.  She 
remembers  her  first  students  as  intelligent  and  highly  motivated, 
traits  she  said  are  still  evident  in  today's  Wesleyannes  who  are 
willing  to  go  “the  extra  mile”  to  meet  her  academic  demands. 
She  called  the  opportunity  to  teach  Wesleyan  students  one  she 
has  truly  relished. 

During  her  career  at  Wesleyan,  Dr.  Taylor  received  both  the 
Georgia  Professor  of  the  Year  award  from  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching  and  the  Council 
for  Advancement  and  Support  of  Education  (CASE)  in  2000,  the 
Ann  Munck  Award  for  Excellence  in  Teaching  in  1990  and  in 
2004,  and  the  Exemplary  Teaching  Award  by  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education  and  Ministry  of  the  United  Methodist  Church 
in  1993. 

The  newly  named  Professor  Emerita  recounted  with  warm 
memories  the  different  faculties  with  whom  she  worked  over  the 
years,  calling  the  seventies  a time  with  “a  marvelous  array  of 
individualists...  an  amalgam  of  unique  personalities.”  Each 
decade  brought  truly  talented  colleagues  to  her  department  as 
well  as  innovative  individuals  to  other  areas  of  the  campus, 
according  to  Dr.  Taylor. 

A dedicated  student  herself.  Dr.  Taylor  was  elected  to  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  at  Vanderbilt  University  as  an  undergraduate  and  to  Phi 
Kappa  Phi  as  a post-graduate  student  at  Louisiana  State 
University,  where  she  earned  her  master's  degree  and  her 
doctorate  in  Contemporary  American  History. 

This  oft-honored  professor,  who  originally  (and  very  briefly) 
pursued  a career  in  law,  decided  instead  to  follow  her  heart  and 
her  passion  for  history.  “All  I've  ever  striven  to  do  is  to  convince 
young  women  that  they  can  think  and  that  they  can  articulate 
those  thoughts  in  a logical  fashion. 

“When  I go  to  class  and  the  students  respond  eagerly  to  the 
questions  I pose,  the  feeling  I get  is  the  biggest  natural  high 
imaginable,”  Dr.  Taylor  said.  “My  enthusiasm  for  teaching 
remains  undiminished.” 

This  professor  extraordinaire  may  not  enjoy  the  limelight,  but 
perhaps  in  retirement  she  will  have  time  to  reflect  on  the  impact 
she's  had  on  countless  young  women.  Beverly  Peavy

On  May  7,  2005  Karen  Bates,  Amber  Haslam  and  Katrina 
Oaklief-Switzer  were  awarded  their  Masters  of  Arts  in  Early 
Childhood  Education  from  Wesleyan  College;  the  first  members  of 
Wesleyan-Bibb  TAPP  (Teacher  Alternative  Preparatory  Program) 
to  graduate  with  the  M.A.  They  have  been  teaching  for  three  years 
in  elementary  schools  in  Georgia:  Karen  at  Hartley  Elementary 
School  in  Bibb  County;  Amber  at  a Chatham  County  elementary 
school,  and  Katrina  at  Taylor  Elementary  School  in  Bibb  County.

Debbie  Stevenson  Moses  ’89 
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Kay  Carroll  Barnes  Class  of 1960/  Distinguished  Achievement  in  a Profession 


Kay  Carroll  Barnes  is  a 
Renaissance  woman.  Her  versa- 
tility,intellectual  ability,  work 
ethic,  and  pursuit  of  perfection 
have  led  her  to  achieve  success  in 
not  one,  but  three  professions  - 
as  an  award-wining  educator, 
successful  business  woman,  and 
respected  musician. 

Kay's  record  as  a teacher 
of  mathematics  at  Flint  River 
Academy  for  more  than  30  years, 
and  her  profound  influence  over  hundreds  of  students,  led 
her  to  be  named  FRA's  "First  Lady"  in  the  local  newspapers. 
"The  headmaster  called  me  as  a last  minute  replacement  and 
30  years  later  I teach  because  I enjoy  it,"  Kay  says. 

Chosen  a STAR  teacher  (Student  Teacher  Achievement 
Recognition)  20  times  by  STAR  students  at  FRA,  Kay  has 
been  recognized  by  the  PAGE  organization,  the  state  of 
Georgia,  and  Meriwether  County  as  being  only  the  second 
teacher  in  the  58-year  history  of  the  STAR  program  to  be 


selected  that  many  times.  Recently,  she  was  named  STAR 
teacher  for  the  21st  time. 

Kay  is  also  the  owner  and  operator  of  Carroll  Farms, 
west  central  Georgia's  largest  peach  producer.  Her  father 
was  a highly  successful  peach  grower  and  shipper  in  the 
1940's  through  1960's.  She  follows  in  his  footsteps  and  with 
the  help  of  her  son  and  business  partner,  Hynes,  and  other 
family  members,  Carroll  Farms  is  poised  to  become  a 
fourth-generation  family  business.  Today  her  farm  includes 
250  acres  of  peaches  with  more  trees  being  added  each  year. 
The  remaining  1,100  acres  serve  as  pasture  for  commercial 
and  registered  cattle.  As  a hands-on  manager  of  the  farm, 
Kay  is  involved  in  every  facet  of  her  business. 

Kay's  loyalty  to  the  church  and  community  is  reflected 
in  her  third  profession  as  an  organist  and  pianist  in 
Woodbury  and  surrounding  areas.  In  2003,  Woodbury 
Baptist  Church  recognized  Kay  for  50  years  of  musical  ser- 
vice to  the  church.  She  plays  for  church  services,  weddings, 
funerals,  and  choral  programs  throughout  Meriwether 
County,  never  accepting  compensation  for  her  services. 


Virginia  Harris  Howard  Class  of 1945/  Distinguished  Service  to  the  Church 


The  three  things  that  matter  most 
to  Virginia  Harris  Howard  are  her 
faith,  her  family  and  her  friends. 
The  expression  of  her  faith  is  clear 
in  the  countless  hours  she  has 
devoted  to  others  through  her 
service  to  the  United  Methodist 
Church. 

Virginia  began  her  volunteer 
efforts  when  she  joined  the  United 
Methodist  Women  in  1947,  then 
known  as  the  Womens  Society  of  Christian  Service.  As  she 
and  husband  Lee  moved  for  his  career  in  the  early  years  of 
their  marriage,  Virginia  assumed  leadership  roles  in  churches 
wherever  they  lived.  She  served  as  a study  leader  and  presi- 
dent of  the  WSCS,  as  a Sunday  school  teacher,  and  as  a 
church  organist,  putting  her  Wesleyan  music  lessons  with 
Doris  Jelks  to  good  use. 

After  moving  to  Atlanta  and  joining  Atlanta  First 
United  Methodist  Church,  Virginia  taught  children  and 
youth  in  Sunday  School,  served  in  leadership  roles  in  the 
UMW,  was  president  of  the  Altar  Guild,  and  spent  three 
years  on  the  church's  board  of  trustees.  She  has  recorded 
more  than  50  years  as  a member  of  the  UMW  and  has  been 


the  president  of  the  Atlanta  First  UMW  for  20  years. 

Virginia  also  has  lent  her  considerable  talents  to  mis- 
sion work  in  Atlanta.  She  has  volunteered  at  the  Savannah 
Street  Neighborhood  House  in  Cabbagetown,  lending  sup- 
port to  children  in  the  neighborhood  and  providing  assis- 
tance to  its  senior  citizens.  She  teaches  a Bible  study  and  has 
served  on  the  board  of  directors.  Through  the  years, 
Virginia  has  helped  Neighborhood  House  grow  from  one 
woman  telling  stories  to  children  after  school  to  a program 
vital  to  the  community  and  housed  in  a permanent  facility. 

In  1988,  the  North  Georgia  Conference  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  presented  her  with  the  Harry  Denman 
Award,  which  is  given  annually  to  one  lay  person  and  one 
clergy  member  in  each  of  40  conferences  nationwide  who 
are  reaching  others  effectively  for  Christ.  In  1991,  Virginia 
received  the  Valiant  Woman  Award  from  Church  Women 
United.  She  has  served  in  the  Atlanta  Chapter  of  CWU  for  a 
quarter  of  a century  as  a member,  vice  president,  treasurer, 
and  president. 

The  Reverend  Wayne  Johnson  wrote  in  his  nomination, 
"She  truly  brings  light  in  the  midst  of  darkness  for  those 
who  are  hungry,  cold  and  in  need  of  her  smile  and 
genuine  care."

Ruth  Powers  Class  of  1975/  Distinguished  Service  to  the  Church 


Several  years  after  completing  her 
studies  at  Wesleyan,  Ruth 
Powers,  now  sister  Mary  Joseph, 
chose  a life  dedicated  to  God  and 
defined  by  service  to  others.  As  a 
Dominican  Sister  of  Hawthorne, 
she  has  cared  for  terminally  ill 
cancer  patients  and  currently  is 
the  administrator  of  St.  Rose's 
Home  in  New  York  City. 

Sister  Mary  DePaul,  also  a 
Dominican  Sister  of  Hawthorne, 
wrote  of  Ruth's  decision  to  join  the  order:  "Ruth 
volunteered  at  Our  Lady  of  Perpetual  Help  Home  in 
Adanta,  feeling  a strong  prompting  to  know  the  sisters  who 
cared  for  dying  cancer  patients  better.  The  sisters  in  Adanta 
thought  very  highly  of  this  young,  yet  very  mature  new 
volunteer.  When  she  seemed  interested  in  possibly 
becoming  one  of  them,  all  rejoiced." 

Ruth  entered  the  community  at  Hawthorne,  New  York, 
in  1978,  professed  first  vows  in  1980,  and  final  vows  in  1985. 
She  has  remained  dedicated  to  the  care  of  dying  cancer 
patients,  in  direct  patient  care  and  as  an  administrator, 
serving  in  homes  for  cancer  patients  in  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  Massachusetts,  and  Minnesota. 


Since  1980  she  has  put  her  own  Wesleyan  history  major 
to  use  by  transcribing  the  letters  of  Rose  Hawthorne 
(Lathrop),  founder  of  the  community  and  daughter  of 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne.  Considered  one  of  the  community's 
historians,  she  is  a current  advisor  to  the  historical  commis- 
sion for  the  cause  of  the  canonization  of  Rose  Hawthorne. 

Sister  Mary  Joseph  is  a member  of  the  Northeast 
Region  Wesleyan  alumnae  group  and  attends  alumnae 
events  in  New  York.  Her  Wesleyan  friends  supported  her  in 
her  vocation,  and  she  has  returned  to  the  college  for 
reunions  to  visit  with  classmates,  to  serve  as  a Baccalaureate 
speaker,  and  to  visit  the  campus  whenever  she  is  in  Georgia. 

The  relationship  of  life,  work,  and  service  in  the 
community  of  Dominican  Sisters  of  Hawthorne  is 
described  this  way:  "The  sisters  consecrate  their  lives  to  God 
by  the  vows  of  chastity,  poverty  and  obedience.  In  professing 
the  vows,  they  give  glory  to  God  and  recognize  His 
supremacy  in  their  lives.  They  witness  to  Jesus  Christ  by 
their  life  of  prayer,  community  living,  and  apostolic  service 
to  God's  sick  and  poor.  Their  vocation  is  not  a career,  but  a 
way  of  life  motivated  by  intense  love  of  God."  By  answering 
God's  call.  Sister  Mary  Joseph  has  demonstrated  the 
ultimate  service  to  the  church  - She  has  given  her  life  to 
God.  She  has,  indeed,  lived  up  to  those  vows. 


Tena  Roberts  Class  of  1960/  Distinguished  Service  to  Wesleyan 


One-time  history  teacher  Tena 
Roberts  spent  40  years  as 
Wesleyan's  librarian,  then  wrapped 
up  her  career  as  the  college 
archivist,  immersed  again  in  history. 
Tena  supervised  the  move  from  the 
Candler  Building  to  the  new  Willet 
Library.  Completing  the  transition 
from  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  to 
the  Library  of  Congress  System,  and 
beginning  the  computerization  of  the  library,  Tena  brought 
Wesleyan's  media  facilities  into  the  21st  century. 

Tena  served  twice  on  the  steering  committee  of  the 
Governor's  Conference  on  Libraries  in  Georgia  and  as  chair- 
man of  the  Eighth  Congressional  District  Hearings  on 
Libraries  in  Georgia.  Twenty  times  she  participated  as  a 
member  of  accreditation  committees  for  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools.  She  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Georgia,  Southeastern,  and  American 
Library  Associations,  and  the  Society  of  Georgia  Archivists. 

Becoming  Wesleyan's  first  archivist  in  1996  opened  a 
whole  new  area  of  library  science  in  which  Tena  developed 
considerable  expertise.  Her  manual  for  establishing  a small 


college  archives  program  was  published  and  circulated  by 
the  Georgia  Historical  Records  Advisory  Board.  She  wrote 
successful  applications  to  have  the  campus  named  to  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places  and  to  have  the  Rivoli 
campus  and  original  conservatory  site  named  Historic  Sites 
of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

An  academic  advisor  for  first-year  and  sophomore  stu- 
dents for  22  years,  Tena  also  served  twice  as  chairman  of  the 
admissions  committee  and  three  times  as  a member  of  fac- 
ulty council.  She  held  membership  in  14  other  committees 
and  was  secretary-treasurer  and  registrar  for  Wesleyan's 
Gamma  Chapter  of  Pi  Gamma  Mu.  She  also  advised  the 
Student  Recreation  Council  and  the  Veterropt  staff. 

Her  service  on  the  national  Wesleyan  College  Alumnae 
Association  Board  of  Managers  for  five  years  was  just  the 
beginning  of  her  alumnae  volunteer  work.  She  volunteers 
with  the  Macon  Club,  assists  with  alumnae  functions,  and 
directed  candlelighting  for  more  than  25  years.  Her  sense  of 
Wesleyan  tradition  made  her  a natural  choice  to  direct 
Candlelighting  for  25  years.  Even  in  her  retirement,  she 
contributed  countless  hours  as  Wesleyan's  on-site  chairman 
for  President  Ruth  Knox's  inauguration.

Mary  Gray  Munroe  Cobey  '34 

On  April  20,  2005,  the  world  lost  a magnifi- 
cent woman.  Mary  Gray  Munroe  Cobey,  class 
of  1934,  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  the 
most  gracious  Wesleyannes  of  our  time. 

One  of  three  Munroe  sisters  to  attend 
Wesleyan  in  the  1930s,  Mary  Gray  loved  every 
day  of  her  college  life,  including  sharing  many 
special  experiences  with  her  beloved  sisters. 
After  graduation,  her  love  for  Wesleyan  led  to 
extraordinary  service  to  the  college  in  the 
form  of  philanthropy,  student  recruitment, 
and  alumnae  relations.  Her  unwavering  dedi- 
cation earned  her  the  Alumnae  Award  for 
Distinguished  Service  to  Wesleyan  in  1999. 
Her  devotion  never  dwindled. 

Her  marriage  to  lifelong  friend  Wilfred  Cobey 
lasted  60  years  until  his  death  in  1995.  She  was 
mother  to  six,  grandmother  to  19,  great 
grandmother  to  34,  great-great  grandmother 
to  one,  and  aunt  to  countless  nieces  and 
nephews. 

Mary  Gray's  son  Elwood  A.  Cobey  described 
his  mother  as  the  eternal  optimist.  He  said 
that  she  loved  to  travel  and,  even  when  her 
husband  was  in  the  ICU  after  suffering  a heart 
attack,  she  sat  cuddled  by  his  side  flipping 
through  travel  brochures  seeking  the  next 
adventure  for  the  two  of  them. 

According  to  her  sister  Margaret  Munroe 
Thrower  '35,  Mary  Gray  was  a voracious  read- 
er. On  her  90th  birthday  everybody  gave  her 
books  on  various  subjects,  including  chil- 
dren's books,  but  she  always  said  the  book  she 
treasured  most  and  read  daily  throughout  her 
last  years  was  the  Bible.  “She  was  a remarkable 
woman,”  said  Margaret.

Wesleyan  in  my  life 


From  swim  lessons  in  the  Porter  Gymnasium  to 
my  summer  internship  in  the  Wesleyan  office  of 
communications,  Wesleyan  has  always  been  a part  of 
my  life.  As  I work  here  during  the  summer  before  my 
final  semester  as  a journalism  major  at  the  University 
of  Georgia,  I realize  that  even  though  I've  never  been 
enrolled  in  the  college,  Wesleyan  has  shaped  what  kind 
of  woman  I have  become. 

As  I started  my  internship  on  a hot 
afternoon  this  past  May,  a tour  of  the 
campus  triggered  fond  memories  of  my 
years  growing  up  in  Macon.  1 stepped  into 
Porter  Gym  and  was  overwhelmed  by 
warm  air  filled  with  the  smell  of  chlorine. 

Outside  the  pool  I suddenly  remembered 
coming  there  with  my  mom  for  swim 
lessons  as  a little  girl.  The  dark  wood  and 
large  staircase  still  felt  so  familiar  nearly  20 
years  later. 

On  the  rolling  hills  of  campus  I recalled 
attending  a hot  air  balloon  take-off  during  the  1990 
Cherry  Blossom  Festival  with  my  mom  and  cousin 
Susan  Jaeger,  a 1980  Wesleyan  graduate.  Early  on  a 
hazy  Saturday  morning,  just  as  the  sun  was  coming  up, 
we  put  down  a large  quilt  and  watched  the  balloons 
being  inflated  and  lifted  into  the  air.  My  favorite  was  a 
rainbow-colored  balloon  that  had  blocks  of  bright 
colors  swirled  around  it. 

Once,  visiting  Macon  from  Jacksonville,  Susan  took 
me  to  one  of  her  Wesleyan  reunion  events.  I was 
probably  10  years  old  and  thought  1 was  very  cool  for 
coming  to  an  event  at  a college.  I loved  the  washboard 
band  and  remember  the  huge  magnolia  trees. 

Not  long  after  that  I attended  Camp  Glen  Arden  in 
Tuxedo,  N.C.,  which  is  coincidentally  directed  by  a 


very  special  Wesleyanne,  Casey  Thurman  (class  of 
1965).  At  the  all-girls  camp  in  the  mountains  we  sang 
songs  at  meals,  ate  family  style  at  small  tables,  and  were 
all  members  of  either  the  Red  or  the  Blue  Clan.  The 
two  clans  compete  throughout  camp,  which  I now 
recognize  as  a unifying  theme  similar  to  Wesleyan's 
class  system,  complete  with  “Panic,”  the  camp's  own 
version  of  Color  Rush.  Later  I learned 
from  Casey  that  the  first  camp  hostess  at 
Glen  Arden  was  the  Dean  of  Students  at 
Wesleyan. 

“There  were  numerous  professors  on  the 
staff  here,  and  many  campers  became 
students  as  did  students  become  coun- 
selors,” said  Thurman.  Even  though 
Wesleyan  traditions  were  established  long 
before  her  time,  Thurman  said  she  carried 
them  “on  with  a passion.”  Three  summers 
as  a camper  and  one  as  a counselor  have 
made  Glen  Arden  one  of  my  favorite 
places  in  the  world. 

Years  later  I met  Ruth  Sykes  through  Boy  Scout  Troop 
170  at  Forest  Hills  United  Methodist  Church  in 
Macon.  She,  her  son,  my  brother,  and  my  mother  and 
father  were  all  involved  in  the  troop.  She  became  the 
director  of  communications  at  Wesleyan  and  when 
looking  for  a summer  intern,  interviewed  me.  Now 
here  I am  in  an  office  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Olive 
Swann  Porter  building's  Barracks  with  vyfindows  look- 
ing out  on  magnolia  trees  taller  than  the  historic  brick 
building  itself.  Working  here  has  made  me  feel  like  an 
insider  and  learn  something  that  should  have  been 
obvious  to  me  all  along:  One  does  not  have  to  be  a 
student  (I  would  have  been  a 2005  Red  Pirate  by  the 
way)  to  be  touched  by  Wesleyan's  traditions  and  grace.
